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Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant described the invention as a process of making children's 
books in a fashion that solves the problem of a storyteller having to read out of the corner of the eye, and reading out 
loud when a book is upside-down or has a vertical binding. Applicant demonstrated how, in his storybook workshop, 
storytellers complete forms describing the story elements, which are composed into a flip-over storybook during the 
course of the workshop. A further embodiment is a kit where the storyteller completes the forms and mails them to the 
Applicant, who composes the book and returns it. Applicant's Representative stated that he would submit a 
supplemental IDS of the demonstrated book. Applicant further described how the instant application dealt with 
completing the method with software, specifically because the computer is used to collate the pages, enlarge the clip 
art, and print the odd pages such that the user does not see the final image until it is printed. Applicant's representative 
proposed the following new claim: A system for producing a storytelling book, comprising: 
a software program in a computer having subroutines for 

(a) accepting a first set of inputs from a user, the first set of inputs comprising title information and author 
information and one or more clip-art images; 

(b) automatically generating a cover page for printing on a first leafs front-side from the first set of inputs, wherein the 
cover page includes at least one of title information, author information, and one or more clip-art images; 

(c) automatically generating a title page for printing on the first leafs back-side and a second leaf's front-side, wherein 
the title page includes the title and author information and a copyright notice information; 

(d) accepting a second set of inputs from the user, the second set of inputs comprising a one or more clip-art images 
and corresponding text; 

(e) automatically generating a first story page from the one or more clip-art images from the second set of 
inputs for printing on the second leafs back-side and automatically proportionally enlarging the plurality of images from 
the second set of inputs on the first story pages to a maximum size that does not overlap margins of the first story 
pages; 

(f) automatically generating a second story page from the second set of inputs for printing on a third leafs 
front-side including the one or more clip-art images and the corresponding text, wherein the one or more clip-art 
images and corresponding text appear oriented in diametric contraposition to the one or more images on the first story 
page; 

(g) automatically generating a plurality of first indicia on the title, first, and second story pages for indicating 
how to assemble the second story pages in diametric contraposition to the first story pages; and 

(h) allowing the user to print the cover page, the title page, and the first and second story pages, wherein the 
first and second story pages are printed for binding the second story pages in diametric contraposition to the first story 
pages. 

Applicant's representative also proposed similar amendments to the kit and method claims. Examiners stated concern 
over automating a known manual process, and that the claims would have to overcome it. The Examiners agreed that 
the narrowed claim as proposed seemed to distinguish over the Tonkin reference. Examiners also stated that any 
program per se claims must recite being embodied in a computer-readable medium. Examiners additionally indicated 
that a new search would be required due to changes in scope of the proposed claims. No agreement was reached on 
patentability .
